Spring is a good time to do a thorough property check,
look for potential areas for mosquito breeding, such as
tires, buckets or tubs, anywhere water can collect and
stagnate. Eliminating these types of areas will go a long
way this summer to help with mosquito control.

POOLS: All pools capable of holding more
than two feet of water (including above-
ground pools) require a building permit.
Swimming pools must be maintained in a
safe, clean and sanitary condition.

VACANT PROPERTIES: Any vacant proper-
ty must be maintained as if that property were used or
occupied.

VEHICLES: In any zoning district, it shall be unlawful to
park, store, or permit to be parked or stored, other than
inside a fully enclosed building, any vehicle that is re-
quired to and does not have current registration attached
to the vehicle, is inoperable in the manner for which it is
designed, is missing major components, is wrecked or is
dismantled.
